Suit Against Clement-Curtis. 


WANTS HER $25,000 BACK. 


A. M. Clement Says Only Greenhorn 
Goes “Long” on Market. 


Hearing of the suit of Mrs. Mattie D. Bar- 
nard against Clement, Curtie & Co., brokers 
at 211 South La Salle street, was started in 
Municipal Judge Martin's court yesterday. 

Mrs. Barnard is suing for $25,000, alleging 
she lost that amount through the operations 
of Allen M. Clement, one of the partners in. 
the brokerage concern. 

Arnott Stubblefield, counsel for the plaint- 
iff, told the jury she inherited real estate in 
Lake county from her father and after sell- 
ing the land invested the money in Com- 
monwealth Edison stock. He said she placed 
the stock in @ bank and borrowed money. 
She afterward learned that a broker would 
charge her @ lower rate of interest than she 
was paying at the bank and she took the 
stock to Clement, Curtis & Co. 

“Bhe was told to invest in a Nive stook—in 
some stock where she could make more 
money,” said Mr. Stubblefield. “ She invest- 
ed in Steel and won. Finally these brokers 
got her to invest in commodities such as 
cotten, corn, and whéat She wae told she 
would not have to accept the goods after 
purchasing, but could eell before they were 
delivered to her. 


Question of “Delivery.” 

“ Gentlemen, she never took $1 worth of 
any commodity during all the time she was 
making these purchases through Clement, 
Curtis & Co. They knew she was not able 
to accept delivery of those goods and they 
knew she was not able to purchase $100,000 in 
any commodity and it was because of these 
transactions with Clement, Curtis & Oo. that 
she lost $23,000.” 

Coumsel for the brokerage concern asserted 
the deals Dy which Mrs. Barnard lost her 
money were instigated by her, her brother. 
and her husband and were not made at the 
suggestion of Mr. Clement. He declared Mrs. 
Barnard resented any suggestions from Mr. 
Clement. He said when she bad a large sum 
of money to her credit Mr. Clement suggested 
that she withdraw. She objected and con- 
tinued to do business. 

Mr. Clement was the first witness. He 
explained to the jury the meaning of the 
term “‘long’’ and “short.” He said it was 
not necessary to accept delivery to make a 
purchase of corn or wheat on the board of 
trade. He declared that the purchaser must 
first put up funds to insure the broker against 
loss before the broker would make a pur- 
chase. 

“ By the term ‘ long’ is meant that a man 
is on the buying side,”’ explained Mr. Cle- 
ment. “‘ When you buy, if you continue to 
buy, you get ‘ long.’ 


“Only Greenhorns Get ‘Long.’ ”’ 

“When you get ‘ long’ it shows you are 
a greenhorn. By the term ‘ short’ ls meant 
you are on the selling side. You get ‘ short’ 
by selling. Say, for instance, you sell July 
wheat in January. That is, you sell wheat 
in January for delivery in July. At the time 
you have no wheat, and when the time for 
delivery arrives you are ‘short,’ and you 
have to make purchases to fill your contract 
made in Jaruary. 

“I don’t think Mrs. Barnard ever accepted 
or made a delivery of any commodity. It is 
not neeesgsary to accept delivery or make a 
delivery to purchase corn or wheat.” 

‘* Explain to us just how Buéipess is trans- 
acted on the board of ttade,"’ asked Attorney 
Stubblefield. 

“Well, tn the first place the purchaser 
must place a certain sum of money with his 
broker to insure the broker against loss,” 
said the witness. “‘ The amount placed with 
the broker is determined by the price of the 
article dealt in and the amount ordered. 
When that is done the purchaser will give 
his order to the broker, and usually the 
broker sends a man to the board of trade 
and makes the purchase. _The commodity 
or stock is then held until the purchaser 
orders it sold. If the price drops and the 
purchaser doesn’t cover up his losses the 
broker Closes him out.” 

Judge Martin continued the hearing until 


this morning.

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MANY AMENDMENTS UP. 


Main Changes Enlarge Scope, 
Add Ten Judges, and Pro- 
vide Higher Salaries. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, LL, May 27.—[Special.)—The 
house today after an eight -hour battle sent 
to third reading the revised Municipal court’s 
act, introduced originally by Representative 
Harry L. Shaver of Lake View at the instante 
of the judges of the Chicago Municipa)! courts. 

During the prolonged battle sixty-seven 
amendments were introduced from the floor 
of the house. Perhaps twenty of them are in 
the bill. Ait stands tonight nobody knows 
exactly what the amended bill contains. 

Effort was made to have the amendments 
printed and the bij! held on second reading to 
permit the representatives to get a Nne on 
what had been inserted or removed. 

Representative Medill McCormick made 
such a motion. Then hé sought to strike out 
the enacting clause and lost. 

The bill was advanced to third reading and 
is Up to its passage. 


‘ Changes Proposed in Bill. 

From what can be learned of the flood of 
amendments which rambled into the bill it is 
the same as the present act, which it attempts 
to recast, with these important changes af- 
fecting the general public: 

Jurisdiction of the Municipal court 
judges is extended to all criminal matters 
excepting only murder, treason, and 
habeas corpus proceedings, Jurisdic- 
tion with Superior and Circuit judges 
ig co-extensive, but there is no authori- 
ity for an interchange of benches by, 
judges of the Municipal court to the other 
two. 

The number of judges is increased. so far 
as legislativeauthority is concerned, from 
thirty-one to forty-one. 

The salary of chief justice, associate 
justices, clerk, and bailiff, is left to the 
discretion of the city council of Chicago, 
just as in the present lew. 


Civil Service Provision Beaten. 

The amendment placing all subordinate 
clerks and bailiffs under civil service was de- 
feated on the plea that these matters are 
belng cared for in a separate bill affecting the 
general civil service laws relating to cities. 

Several minor changes are made by the 
score of amendments relating to the technical 
workings of the law. One provides that there 
shall be a night court and another, offered by 
Representative Smejkal, compels all judges 
to hold court at least five hours each day. 
Still another inserts the provision that per- 
s0ns arrested for automobile speeding may 
furnish suitable guaranty that they will ap- 
pear in court on the following morning. 

The bill, tf it becomes a law, will have to go 
to a vote of the people for ratification 

All efforts to remove the court from politics, 
as expresed in the amendments which were 
up, were defeated.

Senator Cummins said he had presented the 
demand for an investigation because mem- 
bers Of the senate had been putinan“ unen- 
ylable position.”’ 

Realizes Right to Argument. 

“Jj recognize the right of any interest af- 
fected by pending legislation to appear and 
offer argument,’’ he said. “1 do not know 
that any lobbyists are here. None has ap- 
proached me. But we have a tariff bill be- 
fore us. A great many men are here, I sup- 
pose, for the purpose of putting legitimate 
arguments before the senate and its commit- 
tee affecting that legislation. 

“Now it is said by the highest authority 
thata lobby of great proportions, employing 
Means of the most insidious and iUlegitimate 
claracter, is engaged in the effort to obtain 
éhanges to the bill as now proposed. The 
public has been led to believe and will believe 
wat if any changes are made they will have 
been due to their influence. ; 

“1 do not know what a lobbyist is. If itis 
theman who appears to make legitimate ar- 
guffents lam for him. But the country has 

‘gright to know what influences are surround- 
ing the senate of the United States, to know 
who is here and who is attempting by argu- 
ment, by influence, or by persuasion to 
change the tariff rates.” 


Thornton Resents Statement. 

The fight over the lobby resolution ended 
with the objection of Senator Owen. The 
preident’s public statement had brought an 
earlier comment in the senate from Senator 
Thornton, one of the Democratic senators 
from Louisiana, who opposes the president's 
free SUgar program. 

Commenting on steps that Louisiana sugar 
interests had taken to obtain certain infor- 
mation which he presented to the senate he 
said: 

“TI suppose this is what some people would 
call ‘insidious lobbying,’ but ft is what we 
consider an earnest and legitimate effort to 
try and save a large part of our state from 
this impending blow.’’ 

Senator Lippitt referred to the “ seemingly 
almost organized attempt ” to stifle nforma- 
tion In regard to the tariff bill. One report, 
he said, was that those who came to Wash- 
ington to testify in regard to the schedules 
had been threatened with “‘ hanging as high 
as Haman,” while another said a million 
dollar fund would be raised investigate 
those who testified. 

Representative Tavenner’s resolution is a 
stringent one. “It provides that the commit- 
tee shall inquire particularly into the sources 
whence the lobby is supplied with funds; the 
amount of funds contributed to it; where and 
how these funds are expended; for what ulti- 
mate and immediate purpose; and shall in- 
quire generally as to the methods by which 
any lobby seeks to influence legislation be- 
fore congress.

POWERS HAND ULTIMATUM 
TO BALKAN BELLIGERENTS. 


Greece and Servia Informed That 
Enough Time Has Been Spent in Fu- 
tile Discussions of Peace. . 


LONDON, May 27.—The growing displeas- 
ure in diplomatic circles of the great powers 
at the attitude of Greece and Servia found 
expression today in what practically amounts 
to an ultimatum, which Sir Ed’werd Grey, the 
British secretary for foreign affairs, deliv- 
ered to the delegates of the beliligerents. 

The communication, which was ceuched in 
strong phrases without ambiguity, made it 
clear that enough time has been spent in 
futile discussions of the peace settlement, 
and that the moment had arrived for signing 

the draft treaty. 

The Serviane and Greeks have notified their 
home ‘governments of thia situation, and are 
now awaiting instructions.

RICH MAN STRIKE SLAYER 


President of Terre Haute Concern 
Kills Teamster in Street. 
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GIRL PICKETER THE CAUSE. 


Victim of Tragedy Had Attempted to 
Help Young Worker. 


Terre Haute, Ind., May 27.—[Special. ]—Re- 
senting interference during trouble with a 
girl striker, Emil Ehrmann, president of the 
Ehrmann Manufacturing company, tonight 
shot and killed Edward Wade, a teamster 
for a wholesale house. 

The shooting attracted a crowd of 3,000 
to the factory, and only prompt work of the 
Police averted an attack on Ehrmann, who 
was hurried to jail on a chatge of murder. 

Ehrmann says he shot in self-defense. 

The 300 employés of the overall factory 
struck on Jan. 2, and since that time the or- 
ganized labor people have kept a force of 
pickets at the plant. 


Quarrels with Girl Picket. 

Ehrmann, who is a wealthy bachelor, re- 
turned two weeks ago from his winter home 
in Palm Beach, Fla.. and took personal 
charge of the situation. ‘He had trouble with 
the girl pickets yesterday, and the same 
trouble was renewed this evening when the 
employés were leaving the factory. Ehr- 
mann is said to have slapped one of the girl 
pickets when she refused to leave. 

Wade was passing on his wagon, which he 
left to demand that Ehrmann ston He was 
within an arm’s length of Ehrmann when 
the manufacturer drew a revolver and fired. 
The ball penetrated Wade's left breast. 


Hides Until Polite Come. 

Ehrmann took refuge in the factory until 
the police hurried to the scene and surround- 
ed the back door while he was taken in an 
automobile and sent to jail.’ Frederick Reck- 
ert also was arrested. 

Fear that the strike sympathizers would 
attempt to wreck the plant prompted Col. 
Daniel Fasig, superintendent of police. to 
place a strong guard about the factory to- 
night. The crowd quieted after it was known 
that Ehrman was in jail.

BLAMED FOR VICE 


New York Grand Jury Asks 
Stronger Law to Curb 
Tango and Drink, 


RESULT OF MANY CASES. 
Places Which Permit Practice 


May Lose Their Liquor 
| Licenses. 


New York, May 27.—[Special,]—In the opin- 
fon of the May grand jury, turkey trotting 
and alcohol in New York have produced such 
evil conditions that a law should be passed 
providing for the forfeiture of liquor licenses 
wherever demoralizing dances are allowed. 

A presentment to this effect handed to 
Judge Swann in General Sessions today was 
based on private investigations by grand jury 
members and on the unusual number of cases 
that have come before it of offenses against 
girle traceable, the grand jury thinks, to 
hotels, restaurants, and dance halls where 
liquor is sold and the dances that come from 
the slumsare the rest of the program. 

Judge Swann thinks the grand jury is right. 
He says that in the “ tang) tea” restaurants 
and in the theater, as well, there are symp- 
toms of decadency which this city must fight. 


Presentment Made by Jury: 

The presentment of the grand jury follows: 
“ We, the members of the grand jury for 
the May term, 1918, respectfully submit as 
follows: During our present session as grand 
jurors there have been presented to us sev- 
eral charges of criminal offense against girls 
under 18 years of age. Our investigations 
of these charges has shown to us that in sev- 
eral instances the downfall of these girls 
resulted from frequenting places where 
dances of an indecent nature were allowed 
and liquor was sold. 

‘(In other ways also it has been brought 
to our attention that within the last few 
months the amount of suggestive dances in 
hotels'and restaurants where sale of liquor 
is allowed has greatly increased within the 
city of New York, and, we believe, with de- 
plorable results to the morals of the young, 
many of whom, without the knowledge of 
their parents, frequent such places, owing 
to the fact that dancing therein is no longer 
confined to evening hours, but takes place 
during the afternoon. 


Urges Change in Statutes. 

“Tt appears to us that the remedies avail- 
able to the authorities who are attempting 
to repress this condition of affairs are in- 
adequate, and we respectfully present this 
matter to the court with the suggestion that, 
in our opinion, the statutes should be s0 
amended that the liquor tax certificate shall 
be summarily forfeited in the cases of all 
premises in which dances of an immoral 
nature are allowed.’’

TALK TERMINALS: 


Delano Says Roads Should 
Co-operate and Simplify 
Traffic Problem. 


MILLER HOLDS OPPOSITE. 
Explains How His Line Would 
Be Handicapped by Changed 
Depot Site.

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that suburban travel should be treated as 
@ separate problem and that there is no 
reason why suburban passengers may not be 
delivered as far downtown under the pro- 
posed unified system as under the existing 
plan, just as the Illinois Central now de- 
livers its suburban business at Randolph 
street. 

Naturally the glamor of a fine plan fora 
passenger depot influences public attention 
more than the solution of the freight ter- 
minal proposition; and yet there is a good 
deal more money involved in the proper solu- 
tion of the freight problem. and it is of more 
ultimate importance, not only to the rail- 
roads but to the public in general. 


Must Solve Freight Problem. 

The passenger problem cannot be solved 
without also taking up the freight problem, 
and the possibilities of economy in the in- 
telligent solution of both of these problems 
are very great. In other words, while the 
first cost of any rearrangement is latTge, 
the possible economies by reducing the cost 
of handling freight, as compared with the 
wasteful methods now in vogue and the 
rentals which may be secured by the in- 
tensive use of property, are of great im- 
portance. 

In this connection it was estimated a num- 
ber of years ago that $250,000 to $300,000 was 
spent annually in transporting travelers 
passing through the city from one depot to 
another, and that at least twice this amount 
was spent in transferring package freight 
from one freight depot to another. These 
gums spent annually would pay interest ona 
large aggregate capital. 

As Henry M. Hyde says in THE TRIBUNE, 
“Where ‘we will,’ there's a way.’ The 
council has the key to the solution. The rail- 
Poads cannot proceed with any of their im- 
provements without council authority, and 
the council can properly insist that the rail- 
roads shall bring in a plan which shall offer 
an effective scheme of codrdinated facilities. 
This does not mean that the railroads must 
combine in a single union depot, although 
that may be the best solution. On the other 
hand, it is essential that whatever scheme is 
finally adopted must establish such rela- 
tions between the various units and hetween 
* these and the surface, subway, and elevated 
systems of transit and street traffic as shall 
be acceptable to the city. 


BY DARIUS MILLER.

THE TRIBUNE has asked me, as president of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road company, to state my views as to the 
downtown freight and passenger terminals 
in Chicago and the reasons that have led me 
to reach my conclusions. I appreciate the 
opportunity you afford because of the public 
interest now apparent in a correct solution of 
these very important questions 

Downtown freight terminals consist of the 
freighthouses and team tracks used in get- 
ting freight to and from the downtown busi- 
ness district. Through freight and freight 
for points in outer Chicago territory have 
little relation to downtown terminals.. Such 
freight is ordinarily delivered directly to in- 
dustries outside the downtown district or to 
connecting lines by means of the various 
belt line and outer connections. The rail- 
roads have numerots subfreight stations in 
districts apart from the main terminals, and 
these are used by the public wherever it is 
convenient and economical to do so. 


Need for Freigf Terminal. 

The downtown freight terminal is necessary 
for the convenient and expeditious receipt 
and delivery (1) of merchandise and package 
freight handled and used in this district, and 

(2) of the fuel and foodstuffs. including milk, 


Twelfth street and in the district now used 
many things had to be considered. The con- 
venience of the public and general commer- 
cial stanseny ake etwas tactors of Set Ser 


railroads have theif influence. There is value 
in an established location, which, like the 
good will of any concern, is to be considered. 
Suburban traffic is an important incident. In 
this case there was also the Chicago pian as 
formulated by the late Daniel Burnham and 
presented to Chicago by the Commercial club. 


' The Burlington officials gave expert study to 


the problem in all its phases for upwards of 
six years and have reached the conclusion 
that the simplest and most practical solution 
of the terminal situation {s the building of 
ghe new passenger terminal in the block 
bounded by Jackson, Adame, Canal, and 
Clinton, with the train concourse in the block 
east, which extends to the river, and the lo- 
cation of the freight terminals north of 
Twelfth street. 


Artificial Control Failure. 

Loss of time in passenger travel and of 
efficiency and money necessarily result from 
remote and inconvenient terminals. In a 
natural way and from the beginning of com- 
mercial and social life in Chicago, as else- 
where, business has followed and located 
itself as closely as possible to transporta- 
tion facilities. 

As each railroad has worked out its loca- 
tion and acquired its terminal facilities it 
has laid its tracks and built its.freight houses 
at points most convenient to the public it 
serves. Commerce follows the line of least 
resistance and, in the matter of terminals, 
the line of least expense. 

Experience ev: -ywhere has shown that any 
attempt to control these things by artificial 
means fails. If transportation facilities are 
removed from convenient access to business, 
business will follow and relocate itself; other- 
wise it cannot prosper and meet the competi- 
tion of others more favorably located. 


Location Aid to Movement, 

The Burlington road enters Chicago from 
the west, and more than thirty years ago 
acquired facilities for its freight business ex- 
tending from Sixteenth street to Harrison 
street. Increased business has made these 
facilities inadequate. Large sums have al- 
ready been expended in preparation for an 
increase of these facilities. 

The location adjoins the downtown @istrict, 
and is favorable for the receipt and delivery 
of freight. at a minimum expense:to the 
public. In my opinion there is no other lo- 
cation in Chicago in which the Buflington 
could serve the public with as great el.- 
ciency and economy. ‘There is certainly no 
other location to which it could move with- 
out prohibitive increase in the cost to the 
public doing business with it. 

Moreover, Chicago has now no freight ter- 
minais of a modern character. Aside from 
location, none affords the facilities the ship- 
pers should have, and noneoffers the facilli- 
ties the railroads should havef- economical 
service. The Burlington demand is for an 
immediate doubling of its facilities. The 
economical demand is for greatly improved 
and thoroughly modernized facilities. The 
plans formulated insure the attainment of all 
these ends. 


Error to Increase Teaming, 

Assuming that the proposed terminais will 
be in advance of anything yet produced, to 
my mind it would be an error to place them 
so far from thé business district as to in- 
crease teaming instead of decreasing it. In 
Chicago the railroads have come into the city 
to meet business as it expanded from the cen- 
ter. It is possible to continue this point of 
contact in such a way that the expense of 
truckage will bé@“greatly reduced,. facilities 
will be adequately increased, and progress 
and economy be assured. 

An effort to throw all terminals into one 
district. or unionize them in a single artifi- 
cially selected location would be a@ move- 
ment against the natural current of business, 
and, in my judgment, would stifle the busi- 
ness life of the community. 

Congestion in the freighthouses at any such 
joint location and in the streets adjacent 
would be increased beyond anything now en- 
countered. The increase in the length of the 
wagon haul to such a joint terminal would 
add greatly to the cost of everything con- 
sumed or dealt in; efficiency in transacting 
business with the railroads would be im- 
paired. 


Discussing Passenger Terminal. 

As to the passenger terminai, there are 
substantial reasons for favoring ita location 
on the site selected. It involves no change of 
location and therefore leaves suburban traffic 
undisturbed. This is not a negligible item.

street, opened through to Halsted. 

This was determined upon by Mr. Burnham 
when the Field museum was to be placed in 
Grant park facing Congress street. At the 
other end of Congress street was to be the 
civic center. Since that time the location of 
the Field museum has been changed to 
Twelfth street. The one argument in favor 
of Congress street as the east and west axis 
has been removed. The enormous expense 
of opening Congress street may be avoided 
by making Jackson boulevard the east and 
west axis—a change approved, I believe, by 
the Commercial club. Considering only the 
Chicago plan, so altered, we will have just 
west of the river, a splendid station, archi- 
tecturally adequate, as an integral part of a 
competent and practical plan of beautifica- 
tion. 


Help for Chicago Plan. 


The location) of the passenger station om 
Canal street will therefore not only be @ 
departure from the general plan for Chi- 
cago’s improvement, but wiil harmonize with 
and contribute to the immediate execution 
of the plan. The associated railroads will 
begin construction work when the city gives 
ite approval, and the completion of the work 
will be accomplished within a few years. 

Many years ago the Burlington entered 
into a contract, practically perpetual in time, 
with the Pennsylvania company for use of 
the present union station facilities. Time 
has proved the wisdom of this choice of loca- 
tion. 

When negotiations were begun six years 
ago for the enlargement of the termina! fa- 
cilities it became immediately apparent that 
the space occupied by the freight facilities 
of the Pennsylvania and other lines adjacent 
to the present depot would be required in 
carrying out the plans. The necessary nego- 
tiations have been nearly concluded. 


Freight Depot Convenient, 


The Pennsylvania company has selected a 
new location on Van Buren, between Jeffer- 
son and Desplaines streets, for'its freight 
terminal, and it is obvious that the enormous 
traffic of thaticompany and the public inter- 
est involved demands that it be permitted 
to build its new termina! in a location that is 

s nearly equal in convenience and economy 
to that it is preparing to surrender as pos- 


sible. 
The plans for this freight terminal provide 


‘that the main east and west. 
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that it will be reached by an elevated struc- 
ture, and all cars and delivery to and from 


} teams will be within the warehouse and not 


on the streets, and no existing streets will 
be closed by it. It must be remembered that 


‘in carrying out this project all street and 


railroad grade crossings, including those at 
Sixteenth street, will be abolished, and no 
impediment created against the carrying into 
effect of any pian for the use of electric or 
‘motive power other than steam that may 
be ultimately found to be practicable and 
desirable. 

In its entirety the plan for new terminals 
-has everything to commend it. It is feasible, 
commercially economical, practical, and in 
harmony with the progress of Chicago. It 
violates no city plan. It opens up new dis- 
tricts for development. It takes into consid- 
eration every factor, and it gives solution to 
every problem. 


Trial Must Show Faults. 


In the book known as the “‘ Chicago Plan ” 
I find this: “ It is not expected that any plan 
devised while as yet few civic problems have 
received final solution will be perfect in all 
ita details. The real test of the plan 
will be found in its application. It is quite 
possible.that when particular portions of the 
plan shall be taken up for execution, wider 
knowledge, longer experience, or a change in 
local conditions may suggest a better solu- 
tion.” 

We are approaching the time for execution. 
The Burlington has adopted this plan because 
if others were in some respect desirable, they 
could not be adapted to its physical situa- 
tion. This I explained in my statement a few 
days ago before tha terminals committee. 
The most important reason why the location 
south of Twelfth street is not ‘desirable is 
because, in my opinion, it could never be as 
convenient for use and access by the public 
using the west side lines as the present loca- 
tion on Canal street.

bureau and department a force working for 
efficiency in codperation-—with the commis 
sion.

Czarnecki Tells. Jury Next) 


Step Is Reorganization of 
Judges and Clerks. ~ 


FACE ORIMINAL SUITS. 


Five Hundred Must Explain Al- 
leged Frauds or Lose 
Their Jobs. 


A complete reorganization of the force of 
election judges ahd clerks now serving in 
Chicago is to follow the investigation now 
being carried on the the election board. Men 
who have been shown to be guilty of negli- 
gence in the November election will be 
dropped from the rolls and judges and clerks 
who have failed to explain glaring examples 
of fraud in their precincts will be cited before 
Judge Owens of the County court for possible 
criminal prosecution. 

Just how many attachés of the election 
office will be affected is not known. In the 
investigation now conducted by Commis- 
gioner Czarnecki examples of negligence 
have been shown against 100 or more. . It is 
probable that close to 600 will have to give 
good explanations to the commissioners in 
order to retain their places for the next elec-. 
tion. 

That this will be the outcome of the pres- 
ent investigation by the election commis- 
gioners was intimated yesterday to the spe- 
cial grand jury investigating alleged election 
frauds by Commissioner Czarneckl. The 
commissioner appeared before the grand 
jury with the transcript of the record made 
at the investigation. When asked regarding 
the purpose of his investigation Mr. Czar- 
necki is said to have announced that the elec- 
tion board intended to *‘ clean up ’’ the judges 
and clerks and to prevent a repetition of the 
frauds shown by the Hoyne-Cunnea re- 
count. 

Says Judges Were Lax. 

“ My investigation has shown the judges 
end clerks were lax in many instances,’ he 
‘fs said to have told the grand jury. ‘‘ Whether 
or not the grand jury finds sufficient evi- 
dence to vote indictments the election board 
and Judge Owens are going to drop from 
the lists all men in whose precincts anything. 
suspicious occurred unless they have good 
and valid explanations. There may be crimi- 
nal prosecutions in some instances, but that 
is for Judge Owens to decide.” 

The grand jury appeared at the grand jury 
rooms again yesterday. Special State’s At- 
torney Day and his three assistants were 
present. Special State’s Attorney Day was 
given the task of examining thé witnesses. 
Mr. Czarnecki was the only witness to ap- 
pear. He was in the grand jury room for 

. early three hours. After he left a careful 
search of the Criminal-court building failed 
to find Lewis Rinaker, William Cunnea, or 
George Haight, for whom subpeenas had been 
fasued. Frank Ayers, attorney for the con- 
testants, who also-had a subpeena issued for 
him, was reported as ‘Out oftown’ by Mr. 
Day's process server. 


Process Server Blind. 

During the time the jury was listening to 
Mr. Czarnecki, Mr. Ayers was in Judge Coop- 
ger’s courtroomearguing that Mr. Day’s jury 
had no jurisdiction. Although it was a mat- 
ter of public record that Judge Cooper would 
hear Mr. Ayers’ argument yesterfay, Mr. 
Day’s process server apparently overlooked 
the point, and no attempt was made to serve 
him to appear. 

As the salary of Mr. Day, his three as- 
sistants, and that of the grand jurors went 
along—on paper—a pleasant time was had by 
all yesterday despite the paucity of wit- 
messes. The jurors and Mr. Day will meet 
again today to punch the time clock and see 
af perchance some witnesses may not stray 
within the grand jury room. 


May Fight Over Ballots. 

A possible dispute between the special 
grand jury, Judge Owens, Judge Baldwin 
and the election board may arise as a result 
of the request of Special State’s Attorney 
Day that he be given the ballots used in the 
recount so that he may trace down alleged 
instances of fraud. Judge Owens and Com- 
missioner Czarnecki yesterday intimated 

that the ballots would be turned over to Mr. 
Day upon his request. 

Attorney Charles H. Mitchell for the board 
immediately entered a strong protest, de- 
‘ claring that the ballots should not go out of 
the possession of the board. Mr. Mitchell 
' quoted an instance in the spring of 1904 after 
the Hopkins-Swift campaign when an effort 
was made by the grand jury to get the ballots 
‘in the Twenty-ninth ward, where fraud had 
been alleged. The election board refused to 
turn over the ballots and were fined $1,000 
‘ each for contempt of court. The Appellate 

court and later the Supreme court held that 
the board would have committed a misde 
‘meanor if it had turned over the ballots and 
reversed the fine.

Other 
trials will be held tomorrow: It now looks 
as if the full quota of twenty-nine machines 
will start.

The terrific speed registered by a majority 
of the drivers and several narrow escapes 
rom gccidents furnished the thrills.

glomerated than ever. The performance of 
the three Masons, the Mercedes-K night, the 
Isottas, and the Mercedes of Ralph Mulford 
again upsetting some well designed dope.

Belgian Driver Hits High Speed. 


After qualifying by the narrowest of squeaks he 
took his mount out for a rea! speed trial and reeled 
off lap after lap at an eighty-five mile an hour 
gait. Pillette surprised even his entrant, E. C. 
Pattersom, when roiled by a brush with the Isotta 
driver, he stepped peacefully but firmly 
from the latter gentleman in a burst of speed that 
even his devoted friends thought impossible. 1- 
lette is conceded to be a formidable contender. 

The Isottas, which arrived this morning. were 
given their first grooming on American soil, and 
briefly the grooming was Satisfactory to their 
. rivers, Grant, Trucco, and Tetzlaff. Although 
the motors are ‘‘ green ’’ and the drivers new to 
the cars it took only five laps for Tetzlaff and 
Grant to become wel! acquainted with their mounts.

They 
are unquestionably as fast as anything on the 
track, and they can be depended on to be among 
the leaders unless the drivers are seriously 
hampered by lack of time in which to prepare their 
mounts for so long a race. 


; Only Nine Cars in Trials. 


Qualifying rounds were made between 1 and 4 
o'clock and only nine cars took advantage of the 
opportunity. Of the nine Caleb Bragg in Mercer 19 
made the fastest time, averaging 87.5 miles an 
hour. With the exception of Johnny Jenkins’ 
Schacht, Pillette’s Mercedes-Knight, and Harry 
Endicott’s Nyberg, all drivers averaged over 
milea an hour. The trials were devoid of excite- 
ment. 

Before the timer arrived in the morning Zucer- 
ralli drove several laps with the Peugeot. He was 
Griving at tremendous speed, verging on the 9 mile 
average for every lap, when directly in front of a 
grand etand the right front tire burst and the 
big motor skidded sharply sideways. The French- 
man, showing great coolness, locked his emergency 
brake and successfully rounded the first turn, al- 
though he sloughed off the track slightly. _ 

Marry Endicott furnished the matinée thriller. 
He came pounding down the homestretch in the 
light Nyberg and blew a tire in front of the judges’ 
stand. The car reeled and shot obliquely across 
the course and was steadied on the brink of a bad 
accident. Endicott righted the car and rushed into 
the turn fighting the wheel desperately. His speed 
was retarded before the sharpness of the curve 
could do him damage. 


Deltal Breaks Crank Shaft. 


The Deltal suffered a broken crankshaft after 


an exhibition of speed and adaptability to 
the track which warranted it being considered 
seriously.

PELKEY HELD FOR 


DEATH OF M’CARTY 


Pugilist and Promoter Burns 
Must Stand Trial for 
Manslaughter. 


CHARGES TO BE PRESSED. 


Calgary, Alberta, May 27.—Another change 
in the course of the Alberta government's 
prosecution of the principals in Saturday's 
fatal prize fight was made at a hearing late 
tonight when Promoter Tommy Burns and. 
Pugilist Arthur Pelkey were committed to 
stand trial for mansiaughter in connection 
with the death of Luther McCarty. 

William McCarney, manager of McCarty, 
and Referee Ed W. Smith alsé were arrested, 
but released on $500 bail each to appear as 
witnesses when the case is tried. 

The ball of $10,000 each for the release of 
Pelkey and Burns was continued. 


Pelkey Pleads “Not Guilty.” : 

Pelkey, who was rearrested last night fol- 
lowing the verdict of the coroner's jury 
which exonerated all principals in the con- 
test, was given a brief preliminary hearing 
at mounted police headquarters. He en- 
teréd a plea of not guilty to the charge of 
manslaughter. 

The action-of the Alberta government in 
setting aside the verdict of the coroner's 
jury and ordering the arrest of the late prize 
fighter’s manager, the promoters, and the 
referee came as a surprise. 

It was openly charged by the authorities 
thet the coroner's jury was made up almost 
completely of personal friends of Burns and 
that most of the jurors were enthusiastic 
fight followers. It was further contended 
that Coroner Costello was incompetent to 
sit at the inquest, having himself attended 
the fight. 


No New Facts Adduced. 

The preliminary hearing was brief and the 
testimony practically was @ repetiton of that 
given at the inquest. The crown prosecutor ques 
tioned Burne, MoCarney and Smith close ly regard- 
ing their connection with the fatal comtest. but 
failed to draw from them any intimation that death 
was caused by the blow to the jaw, which, accord- 
ing to those who conducted the autopay, resulted in 
the digiocation of the neck and subsequent death. 

Dr. C. J. Stuart, who appeared in a medical ca- 
pacity for the defendants, issued a statement to- 
night in which he declared hie belief that McCarty 
had suffered hie injury in a previous t and thet 
the slightest blow would heve caused his death. 

One of the developments of the day wae the suit 
for criminel libel filed by Burne against the Rev. J. 
C. Secamore of the First Baptiet church, who ie 
said to have stated ip the pulpit om Sunday that the 
Saturday affair wae murder, pure ang aimpie, and 
toat those promoting the contest ould be de- 

orted. 

The case probably will net come up for trial 
before October, according to officials. Smith and 
McCarney will leave on an early morning train for 
Piqua, O., taking with them the remains of 
McCarty. 

Widow to Claim Estate. 

Fargo N. D., May 27.—Mrse. Luther McCarty, 
widow of the late prize fighter, may receive §65, - 
000, the amount of the fortune said to have been 
left by her husband. 

Mrs. McCarty received a telegram from her at- 
torneys in Chicago saying that her husband's es- 
tate would reach that amount, and that she would 
be able to claim the money if action was taken 

once, 
ye McCarty conferred with Attorney VY. R. 
Levell, who later left for Chicago.

Robert B. Smith Weds Today. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—Robert B. 
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Toys the Small Boy Can Make. 
‘MUSIC FROM WOOD. 


A harmonicon made of glass is a well known 
instrument of ancient date. Glass, from its 


very nature, lends itself to produce musical 
sounds, but wood is quite a different material, 
and a great many people would hardly believe 
that it contains musical properties. It is not 
record that a wooden harmonicon was made 
some years ago out of an ordinary bundle of 
firewood, the sticks being laid in due order 
upon waxed threads, and that the music pro- 
duced was in every way satisfactory. Asa toy 
it is worth consideration, and should be made 
as shown in the illustration. 

The wood should be as hard as possible to 
produce the finer sounds, and the straighter 
the grain the more true the tones will be. The 
palettes, as the pieces are called, must be of 
varying lengths for the different tones. Oak 
or mahogany are best. Experiment will soon 
show what to select and what to refuse. The 
palettes when cut should be allowed to rest on 
straws or strings tightened over a shallow 
box and kept in place by means of wax on 
their under parts. The music is produced by 
striking the notes with small hammers in the 
same way as the ordinary glass harmonicon. 
These should be made of whalebone or split 
cane, at the ends of which small knobs of 
wood are fixed. On these wooden isntruments 
only quick tunes can be played, as there is no 
sustaining power in the notes.

New York, May 27.—[Special.]—Supreme 
Court Justice Geigerich dismissed today the 
_ walt of William A. Brady against Abraham 
Erlanger for an accounting of the profits 
of the corporation which leased the Chicago 
Aaditorium in 1907 for ten years, and to com- 
pel» Mr. Erlanger to return $20,000, alleged 
to have been taken by Mr. Erlanger for 
gervices in arranging for a transfer of the 
lease far $100,000 about two years later. Mr. 
' Brady also asked damages on the ground that 
the lease had been sold for less than it was 
worth. 
In his decision Justice Geigerich said that 
Mr. Brady eontended that the Auditorium 
venture was a co-partnership instead of a 
stock company, and that he had a half fn- 
terest, instead of-onty 37% per cent. 

“I believe theplaintiff understood and ap- 
proved not only that the enterprise be man- 
aged by a corporation, but also thatthe lease 
be sold for the amount agreed. upony and that 
the defendant be paid $20,000 for His services, 
just as he was to be paid $500 for his services. 
The complaint should be dismissed on the 
merits; with costs to the defendant and an ad- 
ditional allowance.” 

Mr. Brady says that he will appeal.

humble eating and drinking places are 

tly called “osteria,” and the Italian title of 

book is “Osteria, Guida Spirituale delle 

Italiane da Verona a Capri.” It has a 
face by Gabriele d'Annunzio, 

The words “ cuida spirituale,” most literally 
translated, might -.mean “guide spiritual,” but 
as every one knows, the “spirits” called strong 
helong in a category at another end of the 
scale from things rightly spiritual. 

However frivolous this book may appear it is 
readable, and it shows what is eminently true, 
that these places are mostly uniquely Italian, 
poth as to drink and as to food. Many of them 
are primarily eating places, but of course have 
fyjl accomnfodation for the drinker, who usual- 

calls for foods that augment his thirst, such 
as herring salad, rolls stuffed with anchovies, 

or slices of strong sausage. One place is de- 
scribed as “the paradise of sausages,” but only 
a few are celebrated for having some specialty 


in food.

When any one of this “labyrinth of Roman 
gsteria” has anything to eat that is celebrated 
the author mentions it. In one case he says 
that the “panini imbottiti con burro e alici, { 
piu gustosi di tutta®Roma,” or “the little breads 
stuffed with butter and anc/wvies are the most 
\ taptay of all Rome.” 

One of these osteria is called by a name 
ghich is a derivative of the Italian word for 
anchovies, because this fish is consumed in 
guch large quantities there. Anchovies aug- 
ment thirst, and he justifies in one place such

clear broth eat with beaten egg, a soup 
that is a favorite with Romans. The name 
really means “ something torn in pieces,” as the 
egg is by the beating and cooking. WHere we 
would reject such a soup. because of its curdiled 
appearance the It-lians are not disturbed, for 
they have a wonderful sense of food , values. 
The recipe in the Italian reads: 

ZUPPA STRACCIATELLA—This soup is con- 
venient or easy to make, especially when the 
broth prepared is “tired” or weak. For six 
persons take six tablespoons of grated bread or 
fine semolina, two whole eggs ‘if large ones, if 
not, three; two tablespoons of grated Parmesan 
cheese and a little sait. Of the six bowls of 
broth which you use put four to boil in a recep- 
tacle large enough to hold soup for six. Make 
cold the other two bowls of broth and with 
this dissolve the mixture, pouring the liquid 
on a little at a time and mixing it with an 
egg beater or wooden spoon. When this is dis- 
solved turn it slowly into the broth which is 
boiling on the fire, stirring !t every minute, and 
when it has boiled three or four minutes serve.

Sig. Artusi gives a Florentine recipe for a 
similar soup under the name of “panata,” or 
bread soup, but says that this minestra was 
originally called “ tridura,” a word whose mean- 
ing has been lost. This gives him an occasion 
to lament the fact that all things grow old and 
are transformed in this world, even speech, 

According to an ancient parchment of the 
fourteenth century a great bowl of this was 
sent to those who gave protection, and over 
the bowls were pieces of wood, large enough to 
Support ten pounds of pork, decorated with lau- 
rel. Because of this the soup is one with which 
they solemnize the “ Pasqua d’Ueva” in Rome, 

PANATA—For six people. Six tablespoons of 
bread of the day before, grated, not pounded: 
four eggs, three tablespoons of grated Par- 
mesan cheese, some nutmeg and a pinch of salt. 
Dilute the mixture, which should not be too 
hard, with hot but not boiling broth, cook on 
a low fire, stirring it carefully to keep it from 
sticking to the sides of the dish. Add boiling 
broth and when thickened serve. Peas or greens 
may be added to the mixture before it is dis- 
solved in the broth.

weakened, because the teeth lack the elements 
they «should take from the natural supply of 
nourishment. If the first teeth are allowed to 
stay in too long the second are @ained and 
often crooked. Indeed, the most frequent cause 
of uneven teeth is that the milk set is not re- 
moved soon endugh, which forces the second 
growth out of the natural position, 

If the baby teeth are properly taken care of, 
children as a rule lose the first set at the proper 
time. If neglected, the teeth decay and come 
out a long time before they should. Where are. 
however, cases ‘where even with the best of 
care the first teeth stay in too long and must 
be pulled. A mother cannot’ decide this ques- 
tion; only an experienced dentist can tell 
whether the first teeth should be let alone or 
pulled. 

One of the first things to teach a child after 
it is able to do anything for itself is the use 
of a toothbrush, and the mother should be par- 
ticularly careful that the brush fs the right 
quality and sizée. The aversion of most chil- 
dren to a toothbrush is often explained by the 
fact that the bristles hurt and unconsclously

CROP NEWS BAD; 
WHEAT ADVANCES 
Kansas and Oklahoma For- 


- ward Bullish Reports; Mar- 
ket Has Good Support. 


COARSE GRAINS DECLINE. 
Fine Weather for Corn and Oats, 
with Larger Local Receipts, 
Check Buying. 


Unfavorable reports in regard to wheat 
conditions in the southwest continued to pour 
in yesterday, and there was a sharp advance 
in wheat prices. Late in the day a reaction- 
ary movement started in all grains, and 
wheat eased off with other grains, but there 
were net gaing for the day of 4 @%sc to %@ 4c 
for the deferred months, while the May fin- 


ished Ke off. 
In western and Oklahoma the crop 


was said to be deteriorating, and that the 
rains had been insufficient to afford relief, 
excepting in an few localities. The disposi- 
tion appeared to be to lower estimates for 
Kansas. Oklahoma, and Texas. Conserva- 
tive grain men now figure prospects in Kan- 
gas indicate about 90,000,000 bu, and in Okla- 
bome as 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 bu. Some 
estimates were even lower than these. 


Wide Territory Affected 

Crop complaints were received from sec- 
tions not hitherto reporting anything but 
excellent conditions. Chinch bugs and Hes- 
sian fly were reported doing serious damage 
in parts of Missouri, and there were com- 
plaints of grasshoppers in sections of Kan- 
pas. In the best wheat counties of Okla- 
homa the outlook was said to be much worse 
than a week or soago. So far complaints in 
regard to spring wheat have been few. 

World’s stocks showed a decrease of 3,629, - 
000 bu, and are now 160,000,000, or about al,- 
500.000 smaller than a year ago. Last year 
for the corresponding week there was a de- 
crease of 689,000 bu. The European visible 
increased 1,518,000 bu. Liverpool was un- 
changed to \d off, the strength in American 
markets being offset by the favorable crop 
conditions abroad. Paris was u4@i%c lower; 
Antwerp, unchanged; Berlin, %c up, and 
Budapest, %c higher. 


Cash Demand Moderate. 


The cash market here was steady, and there was 
pot much change relatively in any of the outsice 
markets. Local sales were 6,000 bu. At Minne- 
apolis the demand was not so active. No export 
business was reported, and bids are considerably 
out of line. Receipts here were 5 cars, with 61 
care inspected yeasterday Nebraska offerings of 
hard winter wheat were a little larger on the ad- 
Vance.

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STOCK GAMBLING 
FACES NEW BLOW 


Exchanges Fear Passage of 
Cummins’ Proposal Against 
Deals in Futures. 


URGES PROHIBITIVE TAX. 


Amendment to Income Bill Pro- 
vides 10 Per Cent Levy on 
Class of Trades. 


{BY A STAFP CORRESPON DENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special.]— 
Stock and grain exchanges throughout the 
country are becoming alarmed by the strong 
possibility that speculative operations, pop- 
ularly known as stock and grain gambling, 
will be legislated out of existence at this 
session of congress. 

Thess institutions have learned that the 
senate will adopt Senator Cummins’ amend- 
meént to the income tax provision of the Un- 
derwood tariff bill unless the senators should 
become convinced that the proposal is con- 
trary to public policy. The amendment pro- 
videg for the levying of a prohibitive tax of 
10 per cent upon every “ short ” sale, option, 
and bucket shopping transaction in stocks, 
bonds, products of the soil, meats, and pro- 
visions 

. J.C. F. Merril) of Chicago, president of the 
Council of Grain Exchanges, is in Washing- 
ton making a strong effort to defeat the 
amendment. He consulted with Senator 
Cummins and Representative Mann today. 


Cummins and Mann Opposed. 

Mr. Cummins told Mr. Merrill he was con- 
vineed his amendment would stamp out spec- 
ulative gambling and would go far toward 
reducing the cost to the consumer of food 
stuffs dealt in on boards of trade. Mr, Mann 
is opposed to the proposition and holds that 
the elimination of trading in futures would 
put every grain exchange in the country out 
of business. 

Senator Cummins is confident that his 
amendment will be adonged by the finance 
committee and in any event by the senate. It 
will receive the votes of many Republicans, 
while the Democrats are committed by the 
Baltimore platform to legislation of this 
character. The plank in the Democratic plat- 
form states: 

“We believe in encouraging the develop- 
ment of a modern system of agriculture and a 
systematic effort to improve the conditions 
of trade in farm products so as to benefit 
both the consumer and producers. And asan 
efficient means to this end we favor the enact- 
ment by congress of legislation that will sup- 
press the pernicious practice of gambling in 
agricultural products by organized ex- 
changes or others.”’ 


Dealers Fear Bill’s Passage. 

It is this declaration by the party in con- 
trol of the legislative and executive branches 
of the government that has frightened the 
dealers in stocks and grains. Inquiry has 
developed the fact that a majority of the 
Democrats in congress intend tostand by the 
platform declaration. 

The grain exchanges will endeavor to con- 
vince the senate that options and deals in 
futures do not constitute the form of gamb- 
ling condemned in the Democratic platform. 
It Is contended that the abolition of future 
trading in grains would make impossible the 
practice of ** hedging "’ by which millers pro- 


ket price in buying future supplies of grain. 

The advocates of restrictive legislation 
contend that all deals in products not actu- 
ally owned or intended for actual delivery 
are gambling in which the speculators are 
the winners and the farmers and.-the con- 
suming public the losers. They say that 
legitimate hedging is exempted in the Cum- 
mins amendment. 


Provisions of the Amendment. 

The Cummins amendment also exempts 
from the tax the following transactions by 
and with farmers and packers: 

1. Where the sale or contract relatestoa 
product of the soil and the seller is the owner 
or lessee of the growing crop from which the 
delivery is to be made. 

2. Where the sale or contract relates to 
meat or provisions and the seller is engaged 
in the production or manufacture of such 
meat or provisions with a capacity for the 
production or manufacture of such meat or 
provisions within the timein which deliveries 
are. to be made.

STEEL HEADS DENY TRICKERY 
IN TENNESSEE IRON ORE CASE. 


Testify in Government Suit That Roose- 
velt Fully Understood Complications 
of Stock Transfer.

New York, May 27.—Testimony to prove 
that Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States steel corporation, and H. C. Frick, a 
director, did not deceive former President 
Roosevelt, as alleged by the government, 
when they told him it was necessary for the 
corporation to take over the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company in order to stop the panic of 
1907, was introduced by the defenege today 
in the government suit to dissolve the corpo- 
ration as am illegal combination. The testi- 
mony was given by Thomas W. Joyce, a ¢e- 
curity clerk in the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

According to the government compleint 
Gary and Frick misrepresented the facts 
when they told President Roosevelt that the 
panic would be accentuated unless stock 
pledged as collateral for loans was exchanged 
for bonds of the United States Stee) corpo- 
ration by the coal and iron company. 

Mr. Gary followed Joyce on the stand, but 
after testifying briefly concerning the or- 
ganization and growth of the Illinois Steel 
company he was excused until tomorrow. 
It is expected he will be on the stand several 
days. 


MISSOURI FIGHTS TO KEEP 
INSURANCE FIRMS IN STATE. 


Attorney General Starts Suit to Prevent 
Withdrawals — Contends Companies 
Exceed Their Powers. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May 27.—Attorney 
General Barker today filed in the state Su- 
preme court his brief in support of his peti- 
tion for a quo warranto writ to prevent the 
fire insurance companies from withdrawing 
from Missouri. 

The attorney general charges that the fire 
insurance companies, being foreign corpora- 
tions, have no powers in Missouri except to 
write fire insurance, and are not authorized 
to combine on insurance rates. 

The anti-trust law, he added, always has 
been in force against the fire insurance com- 
panies, as the Oliver rating law, passed two 
years ago, was invalid in that section re- 
pealing the anti-trust law. 

The attorney general contends that the 
insurance companies in agreeing to withdraw 
from Missouri exceeded their corporate pow- 
ers.
